THE SPANISH SWINDLE 

The old Spanish swindle which hag_ 
been In operation in all parts of the 
"world for a pleat number Of years, 
is going the rounds again, and among 
the many who have recived letters 
this week is Dr. A. O. Drown who has 
drawn our attention to the matter 
with a view to us publishing same as 
a warning'to any person who migjit 
be inclined to take the matter serious 
and thereby become another sucker to 
the laige number who must have fal¬ 
len from time to time for this swin¬ 
dle. 

Before coming to the letter which 
we reproduce below, we would like to 
point out that no two persons receive 
the same letter with the exception 
that the writer is always in prison 
and needs help in getting a "certain 
sum of money, but the several.letteis 
are from different places and it is n 
matter of great curiousity to us how 
the swindlers get the names and ful¬ 
lnesses of the people of Vulcan unless 
there are agents of this gang -right 
here in Alberta who'' supply the 
names and addresses of intended vic¬ 
tims to their confederates on the oth¬ 
er side who then get to work in the 
first stages of the swindle. 

’ITie letter handed to us by Dr. 
Irown beats the Madrid postmark 
and was posted on M.arch 20, 1920, at 
a cost of twenty-five centimes, writ¬ 
ten in ink on thin criss-crossed Con¬ 
tinental letter paper, and in a neat 
hand-writing. The contents are as 
follows: 


CAN NEWS ITEMS

til the middle of May at the earliest, 
a wire has been sent to that, effect. 

Following is the letter sent by him 
to M r. Gee. Eckcr, which speaks for 
j itself;.but we would like to empha- 
j size one feature and that is, that dur¬ 
ing his operations at Clow’s Landing 
which has only extended over a period 
of six weeks, lie has succeeded in pre- 
J cipitating 5~41 inches of rain. 

I Present indications lead us to think 
j therd will be all kinds of moisture the 
I coming year, but we do not know 
i what the next two or three months 
i will be like, and we think it will be 
! best for the farmers of this district 
j to secure the services of the rain¬ 
maker, thereby making sure of en¬ 
ough moisture when needed, and mak-

! place the agreement of contract will 
at once be executed, 
i I will leave here April 12 for San 
i Francisco and from there to Port- 
: land, Seattle and Vancouver. I "Will 
[ be in Vancouver four or five days and 
, will notify you upon my departure 
from there toVulcan. 

! I will say that I will make arrange 
i ments and preparations to carry out 
through my system of inducing rain¬ 
fall some of the most potent and pow¬ 
erful tests yet inaugurated by me and 
that the results following my opera¬ 
tions upon the atmosphere will be 
most satisfactory to the farming am! 
agricultural needs. 

I wish to state that since my de¬ 
monstrations have been in force here 
since February 17th, 1 have succeed¬ 
ed in precipitating 5.41 inches of rain, 
a period of just six weeks today. The 
farmers and grain growers stand to 
harvest a good yield and the whole 
' country is one mass of green. 

However, when I came heie, this 
portion of California was undergoing 
| a drouth. Cattle were dying of star¬ 
vation. as no feed was present upon 
the ranges and the thousands upon 
thousands of acres in grain had not 
sprouted owing to the dry state pre¬ 
vailing. '' __ 

These tests, which are now about 
coming to an end, have been the moit 
1 I convincing of any conducted by me in 
recent years. There tests will he 
duplicated by- hie ,in your section of 
Alberta and the results will come, and 
from uncertainty and crop failure it 
t will be that of an abundant yield. 

} thank you and all who have been 
instrumental in securing my opera¬ 
tions in your vicinity and will endoav- 
! or.^to the best of my ability, to ob¬ 
tain one of the best rainfalls your 
country has had in years.

The booming; of wild-cat subdivi¬ 
sions invariably leads to elaborate 
schemes to bring “industries” with 
long payrolls and the artificial foun¬ 
dation of these industries usually 
bonused Indirectly by tax’ exemptions 
and free use of municipal utilities, 
sooher or later, brings about desper¬ 
ate conditions in municipal financing, 
of which the outcome is the violation 
of all sound principles of taxation and 
the enevitable reaction on every kind 
of business as well as on the social 
conditions of the community.

FEED SHORTAGE IN ALBERTA

“'Ivjc cattlemen of Albeita are fac¬ 
ing a critical situation when spring is 
so long in coming. We aie in the 
lifeboat and can see land, but are not 
sure whether wo will get there or 
not,” declared George Lane, of Cal¬ 
gary, well known rancher, who is in 
Winnipeg on his way to Montreal < n 
a business trip. 

“There is moie snow jn Alberta 
notv than I have seen at this time of 
year in 36 years,” Mr. Lane said. 
“The cattle cannot get out on the 
range to feed, ar.d our supply of feed 
is getting very low. If the stock 
cannot get out on the grass soon 1 
don’t know what will happen. There 
was a shortage of feed to' bCgin with 
'last fall, and it was dear as well as 
scaice, s6 that many men sold off 
their herds rather than keep then, 
over the winter. It was a choice cf 
either get lid of your slock, take ycur 
stock to the feed, or take the feed to 
your stock. I took the last course, 
and bought $30,000 worth of cotton 
>eed cake in Galveston, Texas. I-had 
to send the^money out of Canada b 
cause I' could not get feed within th 
country, but worse than that I had t 
pay from $630 to $660 per car in 
freight. 

“If this cotton seed cake coul 
have come in,'as I thought when 1 
bought it, through the -Panama cana 1 
to Seattle by water, and thence by 
tail, the freight would have been cut 
in half. But the American govern- 
r ent owned the raiTways and wanted 
to make them pay, therefore, dis¬ 
couraged water transport tion, and 
cur Canadian railways aie not anxi¬ 
ous for this competition eithfer. Tlr 
result was that there was no line of 
boats, either freight, or passenger, 
r mniing from Galveston, Texas, or 
Jacksonville, through the Panama 
«-• nal, and connecting with San Fran¬ 
cisco, Seattle or Vancouver.

PRINCE’S HORSES ARRIVE IN 

CANADA 


Vulcan, April 14th, 1920 


For many years it has been known 
as one of the chief ranching districts 
in the west, much of the credit of 
which is due to the labor and enter¬ 
prise of Mr. George Lane, who was 
so closely identified with the Prince, 
both in entertaining him at his ranch, 
the famous Bar-f? and in an advisory 
capacity in the purchase of the Red- 
| ingfeld ranch. 

Great things are bound to follow in 
Alberta from the Prince’s entry a- 
mong Canadians as a rancher. Ipsofai 
as His Royal Highness ingoing to in¬ 
augurate tire introduction of pure¬ 
bred sheep, shorthorns and horses, the 
already well-known name of this 
place will have greater and wider re¬ 
nown and its prestige become second 
to none in any part of Canada. With¬ 
out a shadow of a doubt these facts 
are bound to be for the good of. the 
whole district.

At the 
time the Prince visited it, a profu¬ 
sion of flowers and shrubs surrounded 
the, ianch house and the deep green 
of the grain fields made it a beauty 
spot long to be remembered. 

It is said that the hospitality ex¬ 
tended to the Prince and his party 
by Mr. and Mrs. George Lane at the 
Bar-U Ranch had much to do with the 
favorable impression created, for the 
Prince is credited with having said: 
“I would like to have spent 24 years 
instead of 24 hours there.” Among, 
other new experiences he personally 
took pait in the actual - work of the 
ranch by assisting in rounding up cat¬ 
tle and was an interested spectator -of 
the Branding until he was obliged to 
return to the house for luncheon. 

Another interesting sidelight was 
given by one of the members of Mr, 
Lane’s paity who accompanied the 
prince on a canter over tire ranch.

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A. M. McDonald, superintendent of 
neglected children for Alberta, speak¬ 
ing on child welfare to Rotary mem¬ 
bers in Calgary last week, remarked 
that it had taken a long time to rivet 
public opinion on the subject, hut the 
world is learning that it is easier to 
deal with the child than with the 
adult with his crystallised habits and 
thoughts.. Every organization is in¬ 
cluding in its programme something 
to be done for the child. It has been 
demonstrated that, many a child 
might be saved if society does what 
U ought to do for the children. When 
sentiment begins to move' you' find 
men and women pricking/ up their 
ears. More attention is being given 
to the broader aspects of child life, 
;tnd the speaker drew attention 1 to the 
work being carried on by the depart¬ 
ment of health, and the mothers’ pen¬ 
sions. A great stride had been made 
when the federal government estab¬ 
lished a- child welfare bureau. There 
is nothing to compare in. value, to the 
child life of the nation, and though 
today we stand eight million strong 
and destined to be eighty • millions. 
Shall it be strong or weak ? That i.- 
the problem for us all to solve. 

Mr. McDonald then dealt, in no un¬ 
certain tones, with that class of chil¬ 
dren deserted by the father. He de¬ 
clared that such men should be run 
to earth as the murderer is hounded 
down. There is another class that go 
through life with a stigma that hurts. 
Only ten per cent, of fathers of il- 
legitmate children shoulder the re¬ 
sponsibility. A law should be made 
to trace the father ami make him gi ve 
as good an education to his illegitim¬ 
ate child as he would to his legitimate 
child. 

Vn dealing With the springing elec¬ 
trical energy of boy life, the speaker 
laid stress on the necessity of giving 
those young lives a chance to play,' 
and let it be supervised. There is 
more learned in play than in the 
schools, said Mr. McDonald, and be¬ 
cause of that, the play should be-well 
and thoroughly supervised. He did 
not believe that boys are born bad. 
He said he had seen official report- 
which talked about the criminal ten- 
-deneies of children from the begin¬ 
ning. “Get that out of your heads” 
he declared, “boys grow good or bad 
as we play fair with them, or as the 
neighborhood plays fair with thVm.” 
He urged the spending of more mon¬ 
ey on probation work instead of pol¬ 
icemen, and in referring to the Big 
Brother movement, said it was a big- 
job for any man to shoulder, for he 
needed to have the saving sense o' 
humor, able to take a joke, and down 
in his heart a big peace of sincerity 
The average boy was quick to detect 
insincerity, and once he saw that he 
was gone. _

EXPORTS FROM ALBERTA 


According to the repoit issued by 
United States Consul S. C. Reat, tho 
exports from the province of Albeit: 1 
to the United States for 1919 show a 
laige increase of approximately $7,- 
000,000 over the total declared ex¬ 
ports for the previous year. 

The total declared expoits^from the 
province fbr 1919 was valued at $17,- 
685,332, as compared with a total ex¬ 
port for 1918, valued at $10,032,005. 
Of this total for 1919, $10,994,387 was 
invoiced through the Calgary office; 
64,895,324 through the consular a- 
gency at Edmonton,, WcP^$1,695,621 
through the consular agency at Leth¬ 
bridge. • . > 

Cattle headed the list in the Cal¬ 
gary office w'ith a value of $7,954,827. 
as compared with $3,853,131 in 1918. 
Hides came next with a value of 
$677,919, being an increase of 100 per 
agxjt. over the previous year. In meat 
and meat products, there was a de¬ 
crease of $1,147,909. The export of 
wool shows a marked increase—-from 
12,361 pounds, valued at $26,536, In 
1918, to 243,756 pounds, valued at 
$142,594, in 1919. 

Since December 15, 1919, when the 
embargo in the United States^xn 
wheat was lifted, 143,343 bushels, 
valued at $339, 248, have been export¬ 
ed up to January 1, 1920. , Oats

The principal article expoited from 
Edmonton was raw furs" valued at 
$1,833,996.,an increase of-$74,199 over 
1918. Ranking next in importance 
was the export of meat valued at $1,- 
176,675. In 1918 the value of meat 
exported from Edmonton amounted 
to $016,695. The value of cattle ex¬ 
ported amounted to $485,427, which in 
1918 amounted to $14>796.
